Representatives nf the Narberth 
Board of Health again appeared be- 
fore Council on Monday night, in an 
effort to have the Borough join in the 
pin n to ]Hiol the milk inspection of the 
Main Dine area. 

Al the March meeting, Council de- 
layed action on the measure, feeling 
that the Board of Health had not made 
its ense clear. Mr. Follin appeared to 
answer any questions relative to the 
significance of the plan to Narberth. 
It was stated that Lower Merion and 
Haverford Townships have already 
mnde the necessary appropriations, nn 
inspector has been employed nt a s?nl- 
nry of $3,500 per year, equipped with 
an auto to follo-w up the sanitary con- 
ditions under which milk is produced 
for nnd distributed in his area.
